I.  Births,  The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  S83,  (138  males  and  145  females,) 
making  a birth-rate  of  24.3  per  thousand  of  the  population,  shewing  a very  slight  variation  from  the  two 
preceding  years.  The  births  and  birth-rates  during  the  past  five  years  were  as  follows  : —

Small  Pox.  There  were  no  cases  of  small  pox  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  51  cases  notified  during  the  year  (none  fatal).  Of  these  thirty-six  were  at 
Lavenham,  nine  at  Polstead,  three  at  Cockfield,  one  at  Bildeston,' one  at  Nedging,  and  one  at  Semer.  The  disease 
was  in  every  case  of  a mild  character.  The  usual  precautions  were  taken  in  the  matter  of  disinfection,  and  as  far 
as  possible,  isolation ; but  in  many  cases  in  cottage  homes,  isolation  is  quite  impracticable. 


Diphtheria.  There  were  six  cases  daring  the  year.  One,  which  proved  fatal,  at  Whatfield.  The  others  were — 
two  at  Lindsey,  one  at  Cockfield,  one  at  Lavenham,  and  one  at  Polstead.  The  case  at  Whatfield  was  imported 
from  Cockfield,  from  a house  in  which  there  had  been  a death  from  the  same  cause  a short  lime  previously  (at 
the  end  of  1904).  That  at  Cockfield  was  one  of  a servant  girl  who  had  been  sent  home  ill  from  an  adjoining 
district.  The  case  at  Lavenham  was  that  of  a medical  man  who  contracted  the  disease  from  a patient. 

At  Lindsey  the  disease  appeared  in  children  attending  the  school,  and  was  evidently  contracted  from  an 
unnotified  case  in  a family  living  in  a very  over-crowded  condition,  and  with  a foul  cesspool  situated  only  a few 
yards  from  the  back  door. 

The  school  was  not  closed,  but  any  children  with  a suspicion  of  sore  throat  were  excluded,  and  there  was  no 
further  spread  of  the  disease. 

The  anti-toxin  required  for  treatment  of  the  cases  was  provided  at  the  expense  of  the  Council. 

Typhoid  Fever.  There  were  four  cases  notified  during  the  year.  One  at  Aldham  and  three  at  Lavenham.  Of 
these  three,  one  turned  out  to  be  tuberculosis.  Another  was  that  of  a servant  girl  who  came  home  ill  from  a 
neighbouring  town.  In  the  third  there  was  nothing  to  shew  how  the  disease  was  contracted.  There  were  no 
sanitary  defects  on  the  premises,  and  the  w'ater  supply  was  perfectly  good. 

In  the  case  at  Aldham  the  water  supply  was  very  bad — being  obtained  from  a very  foul  pond. 

Puerperal  Fever.  One  case  of  septicaemia  (fatal)  was  notified  at  Lavenham. 

It  is  a noticeable  fact  that  two  cases  of  infectious  diseases  reported — one  of  typhoid  fever,  and  one  of 
diphtheria,  were  those  of  domestic  servants  who  had  been  sent  home  ill  from  other  districts.  The  practice, 
which  I am  sorry  to  say  is  not  uncommon,  of  sending  home  servants  w’hen  they  are  ill  without  ascertaining  the 
nature  of  the  illness  is  one  to  be  strongly  condemned.  In  many  instances  the  employers  must  at  least  have 
suspicions  concerning  the  character  of  the  disease,  and  wilfully  refrain  from  verifying  the  facts,  not  caring  that 
they  are  endangering  others  if  they  can  get  rid  of  all  risk  and  inconvenience  themselves. 

IV.  Water  Supply.  The  villages  in  the  district  provided  with  public  w'ells,  from  which  they  partly  derive 
their  water  supply  are  : — Cockfield,  Groton,  Hitcham,  Lindsey,  Lavenham,  Monks  Eleigh,  Polstead,  and  Whatfield. 

Those  parishes  which  depend  almost  entirely  on  ponds  for  their  water  supply  are  : — Aldham,  Brettenham, 
Elmsett,  Kettlebaston,  IMilden,  Naughton,  Nedging,  Thorpe  Morieux,  Preston,  and  Wattisham. 

Hitcham.  The  work  at  Hitcham  has  advanced  one  step  further  during  the  year.  A pump  has  been  erected 
and  the  supply  tested,  with  satisfactory  results.  The  point  now  under  consideration  by  the  Council  is  the 
respective  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  a windmill  and  an  oil  engine  as  a motive  power  for  working  the  pump. 

Elmsett.  The  site  of  the  Parish  Pound  has  been  acquired  by  the  Council  for  the  new  well,  and  boring 
operations  have  been  commenced. 

Twelve  samples  of  water  were  analysed  by  me  during  the  year,  and  five  of  these  were  condemned  as  unfit  for 
drinking  and  culinary  purposes. 

V.  Sewerage.  A public  scavenger  has  been  appointed  for  Lavenham,  and  the  scheme  having  worked  for 
some  months  satisfactorily,  the  proposed  substitution  of  pail  closets  for  the  existing  system  will  be  shortly 
carried  into  effect. 

VI.  Houses  and  Cottages.  One  cottage  has  been  condemned  during  the  year  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation.  Six  have  been  put  into  repair  and  cleaned.  There  have  been  two  cases  of  overcrowding. 

VH.  Factory  and  Workshop  Act.  The  Factories  in  this  district  only  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Act  in  respect  to  fire,  and  they  are  all  provided  with  sufficient  means  of  escape  in  case  of  emergency. 

The  only  workshops  in  the  district  are  the  Bake-houses.  There  are  nineteen  of  these,  which  have  all  been 
inspected  during  the  year.  They  are  all  above  ground,  and  were  all  satisfactory. 

Section  22  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  is  not  in  force  in  the  district. 

VIII.  Isolation  Hospital.  None. 

IX.  Sanitary  Inspection.  Report  of  Mr.  Scrivener,  Inspector  of  Nuisances — “A  house-to-house  inspection 
of  the  district  was  made  during  the  year,  and  108  notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  a list  of 
which  in  the  several  parishes  is  given  in  the  Table  at  the  end  of  this  Report.  105  of  these  nuisances  have  been 
abated.” 

X.  Special  Reports.  None.
